Push the Button 



l^o.NDON, Jan. 15. — Tiie deatinulioii of 
the extra ticet, mobilized from the Naval 
Kesei vcH, which went into coinniiHsion 
vesterday is aa yet unknown and will 
l)OHaiDly remain so until Saturday, when 
it will be assembled ofl' Beach Haven, 
on the southwest coast of Ireland, witli 
sealed orders relative to the nature of 
the movements of the vessels. The suc- 
cessful assembling of tin; lleetin live days 
is causing .i great ileal of grim satisf action 
to Englishmen and is pointed to with 
much pride by the newspapers as an in- 
dication of what Great Britain could do 
in cnso of necessity. The whole marks 
considerable advance in the means at 
the command of the Admiralty denart- 
itient since 1885, when the supposed im- 
minence of a Itn.ssian war caused the 
;ha8ty»ni()bilizntion of the navy. On that 
becasioif two months were consumed in 
accomplishing the work now done in 
five days. 

The political situation in Europe to- 
day is a puzzling one. It lias been 
generally supposed that the policy of the 
British government is at present towards 
an entcnle between Great Britain, 
Russia and France. In support of this 
view it was pointed out that Gre;it 
Britain is conscious of beint' no longer 
al.ile, if indeed slie ever was, to count 
upon the Hupjiort of tlie JJieibund, Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy, and that she 
thus finds herself practically alone 
ill the family of nations and the 
necessity forced upon her of seeking an 
alliance more or less lirm with the first 
mentioned powers. There are, however, 
many obstacles in the way of such an 
alliance, notably the cltishing of French 
aiid English interests on tne Mekong 
and in %ypt, and the jealousy of Busaia 
and England in the East. 
Moreover, it is not thought like- 
ly that Ilussia and 'France -would 
bo at all anxious for the 
assistance of England as an ally io these 
two countries when acting conjointly. 
The asHistancc of the British fleet would 
be suiierlluous, theircombined sea power 
lieing already iniinensely superior to 
that of the Dreibiind, while on land 
Cireat Britain would not be able to ap- 
preciably strengthen their forces, How- 
ever, the workings of diplomacy are 
arduous and mysterious, and stranger 
things have happened than would be an 
alliance, temporary of course, between 
England, Bussia and France.

Henry -Villftrd Sued for a Statement Re- 
garding Northern Pacific and _ 
Other Bonds. 

New York, ,7an. 15. — Complaint has 
been filed in the United States circuit 
court in the snit> brought by the North- 
ern Pacific and Manitoba liiiilway Co. 
against Henry Villard for an accounting. 
Tho complaint alleges.that the plaintilf 
company entered into an agree- 
me.nt with Henry Vilhird for the 
sale 'Of the lirst mortgage and 
Winnipeg terminal bonds. 'I'lie de- 
fendant, who was president of the 
Oregon it Transcontinental Uailway Co., 
caused delivery of $1,075,000 worth of 
lirst mortgage bonds to the Oregon it 
Transcontinental Kiiilway Co., and the 
remaiuini; first mortgage' and Winni- 
[icg terminal bonds were delivered 
lo him. The total value of all 
the bonds delivered is given as 
$4,675,750, which it is alleged the de- 
fendant has sold and received payment 
for. Of this sum, he has accounted to 
tho plaintiff for $4,130,316.58 and It is 
charged that the defendant has realized 
from the sale of bonds $545,443.42 over 
and abov(^ all just charges and disburse- 
ments. For this and other matters the 
plaintiff asks that Mr. Villard be re- 
quired to give an account.

POLITICAL EXPECTATIONS. 

Winnipeg Public Men on the Ottawa Situa- 
tion— Hu^h John Macdonald Averse to 
Re-Entering Che House. 

WnraiPBG, Jan. 15— (Special)— Colin 
Campijell, Q.C., has returned here from 
a consultation with the Conservative 
leaders at Ottawa. He says the expect- 
ations in the East are that Hon. J. A. 
Ohapleau, Chief Justice Meredith and 
Hugh Jolin Macdonald will shortly be- 
come niemliers of the cabinet, Mr. Mac- 
donaUl running for Winnipeg. Mr. 
Campiiell says a measure of reniedial 
legislation iii the matterof the Manitoba 
schools will be jiassed this Bossion. 

Speaking as to his entrance into the 
Dominion cabinet, Mr. Macdoiiahl says 
the rumor, like so many others, has 
come to him through the press. He 
would not make a positive statement that 
he would never re-enter tho Dominion 
house, as if at anytime it was in the 
best interests of I^Ianitohutbat he should 
do 80 then lie would consider Manitoba 
and-re-enter political life ; but at present 
he Jailed tci. see anything which pointed 
in that direction. '

tlie direction Gomez is taking, 
he may contemplate an attack 
on Guana jay 'capital of the 
district of Pinar del Rio. Many families 
have already left Managua, twelve miles 
fi-(}ni this city, fearing that the insur- 
gents ma)' make another attack upon it, 
and largo numbers of pconle continue to 
leave other towns around Havana for 
this city, apprehending benig robbed by 
the insurgents. The Spanish authori- 
ties at San Francisco de Paula, a village 
between this city and Santa Maria, have 
detained eight young men who bad 
iirepared to join ti e insurgents. 
Throughout the day information 
concerning the damage done by the in- 
surgents in the province of Pinar del Rio 
continued to arrive here from various 
sources. Between Pueblo, Neuvo and 
Ballate, in that province, all the cane 
fields have been burned, and at Passu 
Heal and Ijos Palacios the insurgents 
have not only burned all the railroad 
cars but they have destroyed all tho 
railway material of every description 
which they could lay hands on. In the 
province of Matanzas, the insurgents are 
again beconang active in anticipation of 
the coming of the second or Eastern 
army of the insurgents, under Generals 
Kabi and Maceo. Sinall bands are re- 
jiorted to be on the move in the vicinity 
of Cana, Bermojo, Koque, Bolandron and 
■lovellanos, which is seriously interfer- 
ing with the i)lan of the Spanish 
commanders to collect a considerable 
force of troops in the district of Colon, 
with the view of trying to bring about a 
pitched battle with the insurgent forces 
advancing through the provinceof Santa 
Clara. At Cuarias, south of Colon, the 
insurgents have burned the jiiantation 
of La Vega ami other cane tields, anil 
they hiive caused enormous losses by 
similar tactics. 

While passing through the Matasagua 
district the insurgents hanged two pla- 
teados, and at Manicaragua, i)roviiice of 
Santa Clara, insurgents have burned the 
large store and tobacco warehouse, con- 
taining 500 bales of tobacco, belonging 
to the Tortiz company. Distress in the 
province of Matanzas and other 
places ' devastated by the insur- 
gents is very great and the 
local authorities in various dis- 
tricts have been granted the' neces- 
sary permission to collect funds by pub- 
lic subscription for. the relief of tlie suf- 
ferers. In addition all the soldiers and 
all the employes of the difierent 
branches of the government have agreed 
to give one day's pay each month to- 
wards the funds being coliecteil to re- 
lieve the distress referred to. 

Later this evening iiiformiition was 
received here to the effect that the 
insurgents have also burned the village 
of Kio Blanco, in the province of Pinar 
del Kio. The prices of provisions, etc., 
are rising very rapidly here and the ex- 
pense of living is fully 50 per cent, more 
than it was a month ago. At the rate 
things are going, though the 
Spanish authorities are still hope- 
ful of driving ..I the I insurgents 
eastward and westward of Havnmi, 
the city of Havana wiil i.)e the most ex- 
])enBive place in tlie world to live in. li 
this is the case with the insurgent force 
now in this vicinity it may ■le judged 
that matters will be considerably worse 
if the Spanish coniniandeis are unable 
to check the advance westward of the 
second Cnban army. Business issufTer- 
iii'_' terribly on all sides.

Orr.wvA, Jan. 15. — Hon. E. G. Prior 
was introdnced in the Coninioiis this af- 
ternoon by Hon. T. 31. Daly and Mr. 
Mara, and took his seat amidst prolong- 
ed ministerial cheers. 

Sir Adolphe Caron then rose and read 
a statement relative to the ministerial 
changes, which he said had been sub- 
mitted to His Excellency by the Prime 
.Minister, and in its bearings on the po- 
sition of the crown in matters of this 
nature it has His Excellency's approval. 
ThB statement proceeded ; 

" Since the reference in the bouse to 
the retirement 'from office of certain 
members of the government, the Prime 
Minister has had an opiiortnnity of care- 
fully reviewing the circumstances con- 
nected with tiiese reei^'nations and has 
satisfied himself that tho best interest." 
of itie country would be served , notw ith- 
standing any diirerences of opinion that 
exist respecting the importance of filling 
the portfolio made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Anjjers, by the return to 
their former positions In the cabinet of 
those who deemed it their duty to retire 
on account of that vacancy. 

" While it is true that this point was 
freely discussed between the Prime Min- 
ister and his colleagues, it is t^iually 
true that the Prime Minister did not 
regard that vacancy, the importance of ■ 
filling which cannot be questioned, as 
Bufiicient reason for the resignation of 
any member of the government. This 
view, however, was not concurred in by 
some of his colleagues, who urged that 
meeting parliament with a Quebec port- 
folio vacant might seriously imperil 
certain important measures to be 
presented during the session. He 
had reasonable hopes of being 
able to fill that position, 
up to the very day when parliament 
met, and was disappointed tiiat his 
efforts failed. After the opening of par-.^ 
liament certain members of the govern-" 
ment sent in their resignations to the 
Prime Minister, giving among .otheC; 
reasons, the fact of having failed to fill 
that portfolio, and his evident intention 
to go on with tho transaction ot public 
business with an incomplete cabinet, 
They thought this course was toogreata 
departure from sound constitutional 
practice and so weak, as a matter of 
policy, that they were unwilling any 
longer to remain as nieiribers oE an in- 
complete government. 

" Since the receipt of the resignations 
referred to, the objections put; forth by 
the ministers who resigned have been 
removed by the acceptance of a seat iu 
cabinet by Hon. Alplionse Deajardina, a 
gentleman well known and esteemed in 
the province of Quebec for his ability 
and integrity of character, and by the 
accession to the ministry of Sir 
Charles Tupper, Bart. Under thes& 
circumstances, and with these 
objections removed, the ministers 
who resigned have deemed it 
consistent with their duty to their coun- 
try to resume the positions they re- 
spectively held in the government. 
(Cheers.) It is gratifying, therefore, to- 
be able to inform the house and the 
country that a ministry has been formed 
which will command the sujiport of a 
majority in parliament and enable us to 
proceed with the measures foreshadowed 
in the speech from the throne." (Cheers.) 

A debate arose and lasted until late in 
the evening. Mr. Lanrier and Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwriglit, full of disappointtuent 
at the downfall of Grit hopcN, were very 
bitter in their speech ; and Cartwriglit 
savagely designated the iroverninent as 
" The royal Ottawa low comedy troupe." 
Referring to Sir Charles Tapper's acces- 
sion to the ministry he said Nova Scotia 
was the nurseiy of boodlera. Mr. Fos- 
ter and Sir Charles Hibbct Tapper made 
eliective eiieeches in reply. 

The debate on the Address will com- 
mence to-morrow, and will probably last 
a week. 

Sir Charles Tupper senior visited tlie 
precincts of the chamber to-duy and got 
a magnificent reception. He is to bo 
tho leader of the Commons and will con- 
test Cape Breton county; Mr. McKeen •- 
retiring in his favor. .

King Oscar of Sweden also sub- 
scribed a sum of money for the expedi- 
tion which Prof. Andree hcfpos to have 
started some time in the summer of 
bsOG.

According to the ;ul vices Ijrougiit by 
the just arrived Empress of Jiipiin, the 
session of tiie Japanest diet, wliicii 
opened on tlie 28cli of . Decemlier last, 
will be the shortest lived and most ex- 
citing of any since the establishment o'f 
(.•onHtitutioniil t'oveniment in tlu; Jlik- 
iido's kingdom. Tlio opposition to 
Count Ito and liis ministry is daily bo- 
ooining more pronounced, espcciall}' in 
tJie lower liouse, wlieru a vote of ao con- 
lidence is proiuised during the early 
days of the B(??§ioii, in conncption with , 
tlife fuiluro of lliG;Jnpanese policy with | 
regard to Korea and the neglect of the ! 
government to safeguard the interests of 
Japan in tlio Liuo-tnng puninsnla. A | 
memorial strongly conduuuiiiig the cab 
inet in these connections has ah'eady 
Vjcen hiid before tlio lOmperor, and tlie 
opposition are convinced tliat tlieir oj5- 
jwrtunity has come to oust the govoin- 
ment of the venterau Count. 

Little if any ojiposition is expected to 
the fjassage of the estimates, Ijy whicli a 
deficit of ,o,n}jr._14,000, 000 yen is sliown, 
the expenditure being placed at 152,000,- 
000 with a revenue of liiS.OOO.OOO, which 
it is proposed to meet by means of a 
. -special loan and various measures of 
...taxation. Tbe larger items dealt with 
. in tbe budget are all for the purpose of 
-increasing Japan's naval and military 
- efficiency, and will in consequence be 
generally popular. For the extension of 
the navy 28,000,000 yen are set aside, 
inclusive of the ('),5b0,000 for vessels 
already under contract. Tlie projectet 
additions will bring the strength of the 
navy to a total of 200,000, while the 
army is to bo increased l)y three full 
divisions. By the estimates juat pre- 
sented the war ollice is allowed nineteen 
•ind a quarter million yens for the year, 
this sum to include the cost of new'forta 
at various strategic points in the king- 
dom and the strengthening of all estab 
lished defences. 

All unprejudiced observers of the 
trend of affairs in Korea are now con 
vinced that the end of her troubles has 
not been reached by that unhappy coun 
try. Russia has instructed her retiring 
representative, M. Waober, to remain at 
Seoul for the present, although 51. 
Speyer has already arrive<i, and this is 
interpreted to mean that diplomatic 
compli(;utions are in the air wiiicli old 
hands will be nvjuinKl to untangle. 
There in a growing feeling that fiussia 
will make an imiiortant move in the 
game of Kastern dominion early 
m the s])ring, but until the 
card is played <iuiet i)revails. 

It is significant to read that Count 
Inouyo realises the extreme difliculty 
presented by an independent Korea. 
According to the brief account of an 
interview which appears in one of the 
Japanese papers, tne Count says that 
Kore^a possesses absolutely no self- 
telianceto enable her to stand alone, 
and continually looks to one or the other 
power for a8Sistan(!e or protection. Thi.s 
18 an admission that the policy of Japan 
— which was avowedly directed tlirongh- 
out to securing the independence of 
Korea — lias failed coniiilutely, so that 
the Japanese are in tlie position of hav- 
ing pulled down what they nor any 
other power can at present build up. 
Count Inouye suggests that the 
peninsular kingdom should bo 
placed under the joint protection 
of the powers - a conclusion to 
which many observers in the Far East 
.are being forced, though the practical 
.working out of such a scheme presents 
enormous diUiculties. If the powers are 
to protect, some responsibility is cast 
upon them as regards the administra- 
tion and government of thecountry, and 
it is quite conceivable that the settle- 
ment of such (iaesti(.>n8 would jirovo as 
great a menace to the jieace of the l"ar 
East aa if Korea were left to lier own 
devices. It seems clear, however, that 
Korea cannot he left to herself, or tlie 
country will jirovc; a continued source of 
danger in con^LMpience of rci>ealed fac- 
tion intriijucs and puhu'e disnrders. The 
rem(;dy is ditlicultto lluil j but it is some- 
thing that a statesman ot theexperiem e 
of Count Inouyo should SUijgeBt a joint 
protectorate by tiie powers, as it is at 
least an earnest that Japan has pru- 
dently abandoned all designs of exten- 
sion in this direction. 

Numerous inquiries have lately been 
in progress on behalf of the Chinese 
government for experiencx^^l and comjie- 
teiit mivigat(U's, I'litlsh only, all other 
foreij^iu;rs being excluded, to ' jiroeeod 
to some idace aliroad to bring o'lt a new 
fleet of warships to China. Some have 
been already engaged by Wang Wen- 
shao, viceroy of Ghihli, or his <ieputies, 
and tempting terms are oll'ered to the 
right men. It is very diflicult to learn 
where exactly they are to go, but it is 
believed the ships have been purchased 
^om the Chilian, government, which 
was willing to part with them to either 
the Japanese or Chinese during the war.

Towii«i fiarued by fluban Inaurgents 
Who Are Bapidly Advancing 
on Havana. 



Ueneral de Caiupos Said to Be Much 
Alarmed— Insnrfireut Leader 
Captured. 



n.^v.\N.\, Jan. IS. — Most exciting news 
from tlie front was received about noon 
yesterday, and was in a shape which 
prevented Its accuracy from being de- 
nied. The sound of continued artillery 
firing was heard south of Bincon, not far 
from Belfucal, the town which had been 
attacked by the insurgents, with the re- 
suit that according to the oflicial state- 
ment of the afl'air tliey were forced to 
retreat after a heroic resistance upon the 
part of tho government force, the battle 
lasting, it is claimed, five hours. The 
insurgents plundered the stores in the 
outlying streets of Belfucal, burned a 
number of houses anil destroyed the 
railroad depot by lire. Previous to this 
they had burned tlie important town of 
Salud and partly destroyed Quivicaij, a 
smaller ])lace. They burned freight 
trains and destroyed railroad engines as 
they pushed on' northwards towards 
Havana. 

This force of insurgents is the one sup- 
pofced to be commanded by Gomez in 
person, although this report has been 
deniedrepeatedly, it ucing insisted that 
he is still in the province of Pinar del 
Rio. People who are i:i a po.sition to 
know, however, still claim tliat this is 
Gomez's force. It has been announced 
that on Sunday last the .Sjianiards made 
an ill) pDi tunt capture in the person of 
.lose L'i.'i)crc), Kecond in command of the 
Cuban column commanded by General 
Kego. Cepero was on his way from 
Cienfiiegos, in the province of Santa 
Clara, to Batabano with important com- 
munications from the Santa Clara insur- 
gents. Tho insurgent leader' was travel- 
ling on the Spanish steamship Gloria 
under the name ot Lorenzo Dupuy. 

The railroad ' station and railroad 
bridge at Goves has been burned by in- 
surgents, the bridge lieiiig iiartially 
destroyed. Goves is on the railroad 
south from Havana, and south of Kineon 
and near Belfucal, In the immediate 
neighborhood of whicii an eniriigement 
was supposed to be taking place this 
afternoon iietween General Lineros and 
the insurgents, cannonading has been 
heard. 

Although the S])anisli authorities are 
making the best of the situation, it is 
known that Captain-General di; Catiii)0s 
is very much disheartened at the turn 
events have taken during the last sis 
weeks, and rumor succeeds rumor.ilay 
by day of his probable retirement irom 
command. The government is securing 
all tho hiu'ses possible, in order to mount 
the Spanish infantry, th(> great advant- 
age of the insurgents being the rapiilily 
with which they have been able tombve, 
on account of their forces being mostly 
composed of cavalry.

layORANT OR DECEPTIVE^ 

The leading Grits in Victoria during 
the late election campaign exhibited a 
most remarkable ignorance of tiio con- 
stitution under which they live. Xliey 
seemed to know nothing whi'.teverof the 
nature of the Cabinet, of tlie status of 
its -members, or of the power of the 
Premier. The more they talked about 
the subject the more confused they be- 
came. We are glad to be able to exempt 
from this characterization the Hon. Mr. 
Ricliards. That gentleman was dis- 
creetly silent on the subject, and if he 
corrected the egregious blunders of his 
co-laborere in the cause of Gritism and 
rebuked them for the disgraceful dis- 
play of ignorance which they were mak- 
ing, he did so in private. 

Tbe Grit candidate and the Smart 
Alecs who took upon tiiemselves to 
run the campaign for their ])arty would 
have the eloctors believe that it was not 
in the power of tiie Premier to appoitit 
■ a Cabinet minister, or that he might ap- 
point one but if the person appointed 
held a certain •ffice he could not liav<; 
" full cabinet rait k." They were in tlie 
very densest darkuc-^s on this subject,' 
and they were detei niincd not to lie en- 
lightened l)y eithcM' authority or evi- 
dence. Their ignorance was invincible 
and it wa.s perverse. So confident and 
so positive wore these electioneering 
constitutional lawyers in their state- 
ments that they led many confiding 
clector.<i astray. Tiiosc electors evident- 
ly thought that the men who took upon 
theii]sclv(/s to be tlieii' leader.-; ami in- 
Htnictor.< must lie right and must know 
that tliev are right, for they sure- 
ly would not be so unscrupulous or so 
unpriiu ijiled a.i to be so positive and so 
persistent if there was any chance of 
their being wrong. Laboring under this 
delusion, many electors' believed un- 
til the very last thai Colonel 
Prior wai^ not a cabinet minister, 
anil that the Premier, Col. i'rior and 
others on the Conservative side had 
entered into a conspiracy to deceive and 
mislead the^consfcitnency. Verily, great 
is the power of cheek and of bold un- 
blushing assertion. 

Col. Prior was from the moment he 
accepted .Sir Mackenzie Bowell's oiler lo 
all intents and jiurposes a " fuil-fledged 
cabinet minister.'' Tliis phrahe, which 
was a pet one ot the C^rit candidate, of 
itaelf showed his ignorance of tbe posi- 
tion of a Cabinet Ministei:, for if he had 
known as mach-BB a man in liis position 
ought to know, he would have seen the 
fooiishness and the inappropriateness of 
the plir;;se, for all Cabinet Ministers are 
" full-tledged." 

In an article in tbe iMontieal Gazette 
of the Dth there are .some extracts from a 
work of Mr. Gladstone's, "Kin Beyond 
the Sen," on the subject of the Cabinet 
wliich contain information that our 
readers may find useful : 

" The head ot the Government," says 
Mr Gladstone, "is not. a grand vizier. 
Ills vote counts just aa the vote, of any 



jgjther^.minister, novertheleBSitho-^other 
miiaiste^'owe tlieir places {bliiB^(»>uiiEui. 
On his advice thoy may be" dismissed. 
In a perfectly organized- admiiiis- 
tration . . ' . nothing of great 
importance is mentioned or would 
be proiected in any department, without 
bis [•ersonal cognizance; and any 
weighty business woukl commonly go to 
him liefoie being sulimitted to the Cabi- 
nel. His position gives him frequent 
access to the throne; and while it is the 
duty of bis colleagues to be frank and 
open with him it is equally his obliga- 
tion not to counterwork the Cabinet, 
not to undermine the position of any ot 
his colleagues in the royal favor. If he 
uses his jjreat opportunities to increase 
his own influence or personal aims not 
shared by his colleagues then, unless he 
is prepared to advise their 
dismissal, he not only departs from riffe 
but commits an act of treachery and 
baseness. As the Cabinet' stands be- 
tween the Sovereign and the Parliament 
and Is bound to be loyal to both, so he 
stands betWeen his colleagues and the 
Sovereign, and is bound to be loyal to 
both." 

With regard to tlie Cabinet as a whole 
and the relations of its members to each 

other, Mr. Gladstone says : 

'"The nicest of all the adjustments in- 
volved in the working of the 
British Government is that which 
determines without formally tlelin- 
ing the internal relations of tho 
Cal)inot. On the one hand, while each 
INIinister is an advisor of tlie Crown, the 
Caljinet is a unity, and none of its mem- 
bers can advise as an individual without 
or in opposition actual or presumed to 
his colleagues. It is, therefore, a prime 
oiBce of discrotioa for each Minister to 
settle what are ihc departmental acts in 
which, hi: ("in presnme the concurrence 
of his colU'ugues and in what more de- 
liberate, weighty or peculiar cases lie 
must positively ascertain it." 

I'roin this it is seen that a member of 
a Cabiiict must act in unistiu with all 
the other members. As tin individual 
member ho is unknown to the constitu- 
tion, it is only when he acts with the 
Cabinet as a whole that his advice has 
influence. The foolishness of talking 
about " full-fledged cabinet ministers," 
or of a mendjer of the Cabinet being of 
" full cabinet rank " is therefore ap- 
parent. In the Council Chamber, as in 
the hegislative Chamber, all mendjers 
are of equal rank. Who ever heard any- 
one talking about a full-fledged member 
of Parliament? The man who attempted 
to make a distinction between members 
of the House of Commons would be im- 
mediately set down as an ignoramus by 
men of intelligenci?. It is equally an 
indication of ignorance to speak of 
Cabinet ministers as being " full- 
Hedged." 

But everyone knows that all mem- 
bers of parliament do not exercise the 
same influence — are not etiually power- 
ful. The greater infliionee exercised 
by some members of parliament is tho 
natural conseiiuence of the possession of 
superior intellectual or moral jiower 
and greater knowledge and wider ex- 
lierience. Such superiority is unknown 
to the constitution, whether it is written 
or unwritten. 

When it comes lo be generally known 
that the (Irits in tlu> late camjiaign 
inaiidy depended lor support on inis- 
representatiou and deception with re- 
gard to Col. Prior's position in the Gov- 
ernment, the electors will hereafter re- 
gard their solemn assurances and their 
loud and labored arguments within cred- 
ulity and distrust, it is jierfectly imma- 
terial wliether the misrtqire.sentation is 
the result of ignorance fir desiirn. .Men 
who untlertake to lead others have no 
business to be ignorant.

CD JS IT A MINEE4I1 CmUI? 

Ail^ Iraportant Sttit Between the Nelson aad 
Fo^ Sbeppard Railway and the 
Paris Belle Mining Co. 

A most important case was before 
Chief Justice Davie in the Supreme 
court yesterdu.v, that of the Nelson & 
Fort Sbeppard railway v. Jerry and the 
Paris Belle Mining Co. The railway 
claims as part of its land grant section 
;>5, township Da, adjoining the town of 
Rosaland, In December 18'.)4 the de- 
fendant Jerry located within this section 
the Paris Belle mining claim 
and subsequently the Paris Belle 
Miunig Company was formed, it 
is now a defendant with Jerry, Tlic 
plaintill's maintain that the land claimed 
by (iefendants is not mineral land at all 
and therefore cannot be located as such, 
and even if it is the defendants have 
only surface rights as far as the claim 
itself is concerned as long as tliey are 
actually carrying on mining operations. 
Besides they hola that defendants had 
not complied with the mining laws in 
regard to compensation, and were there- 
fore not entitled for that reason tolocate. 

On the other liantl defendants 
claim the • land is iinneral land 
and that it was held as such 
b\' a previous mining location before tiie 
land grant was made to the railway. 
In reply to the last contention the 
plaintill's also say that the former min- 
ing location alleged by plaintifTs was 
illegally made, 

K. J,' Roberts, chief engineer of the 
railway, and T. S. Gore, P,L.S,, were 
examiiied for the plaintifls as to the 
location of the land grant, anda number 
of plans were put in. The greater part 
of the afternoon was taken up in 
examining E, J, Kelly, a mining 
expert, who has had a large experience 
in not only the IJossland country but in 
many mining districts in the United 
States. He explained the amount of 
work that bail been done on the Paris 
Belle, and gave it as the result of his ex- 
amination of the shaft that there was no 
mineral in place there. The shaft was 
in diorite (the country rocL around 
IJossland) and only a few small 
seams of iron pyrites were what ho 
could find in it, not an indication of the 
liroxiniity of ore, nor anything that 
would ju'jtii'y a miner to put money into 
developing the claim. 

Several other wituesses for the jilain- 
till's were exaniined lor the ))Urpos(^ of 
showing that the ground was notmiiun-al 
ground and an adjournment was then 
taken till evening. 

In the evening John Cronin was called 
and testified that the Paris Belle mineral 
claim was valuable projjcrty and that he 
as an expert had prepareil a report on 
it. He deposed fm-tlier that there was 
mineral in place; that the shaft L'o 
feet deep was mineralized from toji to 
bottom; and that he had obtained in 
gold one assay of from .fl) to ^10, Tins 
witness had iSeen engaged iu mining for 
a quarter of a century. 

John Emburke was the only otlier 
witness of the evening. He stated that 
he had been engaged in mining for over 
thirty years and that ho had examined 
the jiroperty in ([uestion and had lound 
mineral in the shaft, which was mineral- 
ized its entile length. The vein ran 
north and south ami in this respect dif- 
fered from other veins which ran east 
and west. For that reason he did not 
purchase. He considered the Paris 
Belle a very valuable mineral property.

■ tll^ WRECK OK THE " MAGICIAN." 

Captain Nisen yesterday made an 
olBciiil report to Collector Milne of the 
wreck of the little nine-ton schooner 
Magician in Barclay Sound a fortnight 
ago. jn this report he states that he 
left Nii'diatlitz on Decemljer 28, the 
wind then blowing from the North. It 
soon veered around to the southeast and 
blew v-ery strong, causing the little craft 
to run into Port Langford, Bsperaiiza 
inlet. On leaving there for Victoria the 
wind blew strong from the southwest, 
and oo December 31 a gale set in from 
the south. At 11 p.m. the vessel's 
rudder was carried away and the course 
was then altered for Barclay Sound. 
In attempting to make Bamfleld creek 
between 1 and 2 o'clock on the morning 
of January 1 the Magician struck and by 
daylight she was dashed to pieces. Cap- 
tain Nisen and the only other soul 
aboard having escaped, were three days 
afterwards taken to Dodges Cove by an 
Indian- From Dodges Cove they loft for 
one ot tlie Princess Louise's calling 
places and tcok passage on iliui SLu..nier 
Jor victoria.

CONj I ITUTIONA.L IttKORANCE. 

(From the News-Aitvertlser.) 

We observe that our Liberal contem- 
[loraries and politicians in Victoria are 
the laughing eitock of the newspapers of 
ICastcrn Canada in reference to tiicir 
silly contention that the lion. K. G. 
Prior could iKJl be a cabinet minister 
while holding the position of Comptrol- 
ler of Inland Revenue. They will point 
out, as AC saitl when the matter was 
first raised, that those u lio make such a 
contenlion are confused in their ideas as 
to what a cabinet minister is, aud ap- 
pear to think that the cabinet is part of 
the constitution as set out in the 
statutes. We .observe that several 
of the Toronto' knd Ottawa jopmals 
give the same illustration ..as we 
did, from the composition of recent Im- 
perial cabinets, wiiether Oonservative or 
hilieral, where the holders of some of- 
fices are sometimes in the cabinet and 
at other liniea outside of it. The varia- 
tions in the salaries of different cabinet 
ministers are also referred to. Rut it is 
difficult to believe that even the Lib- 
erals in Victoria could have been so ig- 
norant of such elementary matters con- 
nected witli the details of our Federal 
administration, as one would suppose if 
the arguments they brought forward in 
tlie recent election campaign in Victoria 
are taken into account. . ■ 

There Avas one other matter in con- 
nection with the efforts which were put 
forth bv the Liberals in Victoria to de 
feat the Hon. 10. G. Prioif' whieH"we had 
intended to rider to before. That was 
the attack wliicli was made upon tlu' 
Hon. Jidgar Dewdney, the lieutenant- 
governor, beciaiise it appeare<l that lu- 
had sent a ines-age to .Sir Mackenzie 
Uowell, informing the latter that there 
was an idea afloat that Mr. Prior was 
not really a member of the Cabinet. 
The Liberals criticised the Hon. Mr. 
Dewdney very severely for "interfering," 
as they called it, in an election, claim- 
ing that his otbco, being strictly iioii- 
l>artisan, should liave restrained him 
from the slightest connection with the 
matter. We fear that these critics are 
even more ignorant ot constitutional 
matters than might be supposed from 
their silly suggestions as to Mr. Prior's 
status as a member of the cabinet. 
They ijrobably are not aware that there 
is ample constitutional authority, by 
precedents and (Otherwise, for the feder- 
al I'remier to call upon any Lieutenant- 
Governor for information or advice in 
any questions connected with the gen- 
eral advantage of Canada, such as the 
formation of his cabinet, or on any 
matter in which the interests of tlie 
country are concerned. We do not know 
whether the gentleman to whom Sir 
Mackenzioi. BoWipU'S telegrani was ad- 
dressed, in which h'6 oskea if Mr. Prior 
would accept the Comptrollership, with 
a seat in the cabinet, was. the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. But if it was the Pre- 
mier was not only not doing anythiiii: 
improper, or even injudicious, but was 
strictly within the lines in which he 
miglit avail himself of the services 
of the re|)resentativ(! for this jirovince 
of the Governor-General of Canada. 
The attack inade upon His Honor for 
having comnnuiicated to the Premier 
the iiiforniatioii that some peo])le pro- 
fessed to doubt Mr. Prior's cabinet rank, 
was, theridore, not only in the worst 
taste, but an exhibition of gross ignor- 
ance on the part-of . those wh^ cpade it. 
It woidd seem that th&'Pr6vIpciAl\Min- 
ister of Education shbtlld' add a short 
catechism on constitutional methods to 
the ordinary school curriculum — at 
least as regarils the schools of Victoria.

THE YCKON COUNfliY. 

Shortage of Provisions Tlireatened -The 
Road by tbe Portage Route 
Absolutely Necessary. 

Captain William Moore writes: " Ac- 
cording to the latest advices I'ecoived 
from a party of miners who arrived re- 
cently at .Juneau via St. Michaels and 
Unalasl;a from the Yukon gold fields a 
scarcity of provisions is again threaten- 
ed before the opening of si)ring, and as 
the tirst supply that can be lookeil for 
about the 15th of June next will have 
been fully ten months in tmnait, and no 
fresh supplies being obtainable until 
about a month later, much suffering is 
expected to. result in consequence to the 
twelve or fifteen hundred men now win- 
tering in the district. And, in case of 
an accident happening to the ocean ves- 
sel bringing the supplies to St. Michaels 
or to the river steamer taking them 
thence to the diggings, nothing short of 
actual starvation would stare them in 
the face. 

" On September .T last all the stores 
were out of potatoes and it was feared 
the scurvy would harass many in conse- 
quence. To ward oil" such a danger one 
man — Jack McGregor— paid $100 for a 
sack of potatoes ! and moose meat was 
selling at 50 cents i)er pound. Xow, if a 
suitable rfl!id for traffic and transporta- 
tion, purpoaes were built over the port- 
age, such as I have oeen advocating for 
years past, there would be no dan^rer of 
starvation staring the miners (jf the 
Yukon in the face, as sup]>lies could al- 
ways be taken into the country in the 
c'Durse of a few days, wliereas mider 
[iresent conditions it takes montlis be- 
fore supjjlies can reach them, and then 
only for about two a half months in the 
year. There would also be numy more 
men ready and willing to enter the dis- 
trict, who cannot now do so on account 
of the great cost and bard.sbips to be en- 
countered in th(! absence of the ro(iuired 
road. 

" The advantages of the pro|)osed roail 
to the mercantile community of this 
province have been so often pointed (jut 
by me that it is not necessary to repeat 
them. It is sufficient to say that it 
would place them ui a position to com- 
))ete for the larger part of the trade of 
tbe ilistrict, and it is a matter of sur- 
prise to in(^ that the importance of this 
trade la apparently so much uuder-esti- 
nmted. J5ut my object in writing thisi.s 
simply to caution persons inteudiuj^ to 
enter the district during the coming 
season agjiingt placing too miudi re- 
liance on the chances that exist for pro- 
curine their supplies after arriving at 
the diggings."

NEW U. S. LOAN. 

E.xpectation That the Dissolution of the Syn 
dicyte Will Tend to Augment the 
Selling Price. 

New YoiiK, Jan. lo.— Wall Street was 
agreeably surprised to-day to find that 
the formal announceineiitof the dissolu- 
tion of th(! world-famed government 
bond syndicate was not followed by any 
sensational developments. The k'nowl- 
eilge that the new government loan 
would, in the event of necessity, 
command the siy^ort of the members 
of the syndicate either individu- 
allj' or as a combined force, 
causad the news to be received with 
equanimity. The volume of business 
was light and the market displayed a 
waitiii;; tendency, due to the uncertain- 
ty in financial circlea as to the probable 
cour.se of the money market in the event 
of indiscriminate withdrawals of gold 
from the banks or tb.o sub-treasury to 
pay for the allotment of the new gov- 
ernment bonds. The appearance of the 
members of the syndicate as indivithial 
bidders is expected to result in increased 
competition for the bonds and in very 
satisfactory prices for the treasury de- 
partment. The stock market closed 
linn, with unimportant net changes. 

THE CITY MABKETS. 

No Important Changes — Transactions in Hay 
—Advance in Eggs. 

There are no imiiortant changes in the 
conilition of the market this week tliat 
can ad'ect the retail trade.

They are guests at 
the Dominion hotel, where they will re- 
main until SatiH'day while transacting 
thuii' hasiuL'ss in Victoria. Both are 
highly pleased with the Northern coun- 
try, and it is their intention to sound 
loud its praise ujiou their rotin'u 
I'jast. Some time ago they were 
visited by a representative of a 
bii; saw mill company in Min- 
neapolis, who was travelling for 
his health. The visitor thought niucli 
of tho future of liritish Columbia and 
stated that if sufiicient timber could be 
fcnnd about Bella Coola hi.s company 
would not be slow to start a big mill for 
its shipment abroad. Mr. Cbristen- 
son, bearing this in mind, will look up 
his man when he returns East and en- 
deavor to interest him in a mill project. 
A sawmill is urgently required by tho 
colonists and they will spare no effort to 
get one. 

The settlers have now completed about 
fifteen ndles of the eij^hteen miles of 
new road building for the government. 
Besides this they have! atiirec; mile jiatb- 
way and a three mile trail cut out. 
Abcjut half a mile of bridges has been 
built. There are now 200 of a popula- 
tion at Bella Coola and there is iui 
average of two acres of land (tleareil for 
eai'h famii}'. 

Only twice has the thermometer 
reached zero at Bella Coola this winter. 
There have been three feet of snow on 
the grou!id anil the winter has been ex- 
cej)tionally mild and lUeasaiil.

AT THE CITY HALL. 

The Last Ueetiog of the Campaign Winds 
Up in a Lively Time. 

The final meeting of the civic electiot'i 
campaign drew a large number of rate- 
payers to the city hall last night. Al- 
though the council chamber was crowd- 
ed with people, the proceedings were, 
with the exception of an outburst at the 
close, very orderly, and the speakers had 
.1 fair hearing. 

Mr. Noah Shakespeare was chosen 
chairman, and asked for the various 
speakers a coriiial hearing. 

Jlayor Teague held that seweratre and 
sanitary work had been suct^cssfnlly car- 
ried out last year and the money for 
streets had been laid out as fairly as 
possible. He touched on his remarks 
niado at former meetings about the 
waterworks, electric light and street 
paving. He would like to make a trial 
of dividing the cltv up into sections for 
one year and equally dividing up the ap- 
propriations among them to see whether 
that would settle tlie vexed cjuestion of 
different parts of the city not getting 
their share of expenditures. Ho as- 
serted that the streets and paths of Vic- 
toria were in better condition than they 
ever were in the history of the city. 
(Several voices: '"No, no.") He was 
not in favor of borrowing mon<'y for 
street and sewerage work during tho 
present year. 

Hon. Robert Beaven repeated bis re- 
marks in favor of trying to imike the 
city as attractive and pleasant to live in 
as po.ssible, so as to induce people to 
make homes here. They should make 
advances and not remain in the same 
old rut. He went on to say that the

reason the street paying by-law was not 
accepted by the people last year was be- 
cause it' was prepo8teix)us to pave before 
the aewerage^nnd^wttteri pipes were all 
laid. He atta6kfed''tB'4 ;fcbuhcil for not 
letting the w'aterwoiks^-Contract to Mr. 
Haggarty, smd flSiBKedS!l)jr.'ifldviBlng 
everyone who had d'hallot to'dast it at 
the election. 

]Mr. John Robertson did not like to 
cast rellections, but if ho bad been in 
the council last year he would have cast 
Ills vote for tho lowest tender for the 
waterworks or else would have had the 
work done by day's work. He ho])ed 
that wdioever was elected the outsku ts 
of the city would get their fair share of 
attention. Ho did not want to praise 
himself, but he believed he was aa good 
a citizen as ever was in "Victoria. 
(Laughter and applause,) 

Aid. McLellan had, while he was in 
the council, acted according to what ho 
considered just and right. The council 
had done what they could for the streets 
with the small sum at their disposal. 
He would like to make the streets as 
perfect as possible, but where was the 
money to come from was the ques- 
tion. If he was elected Mayor 
be woidd do tho very best ho 
could for the progress of the city, would 
act honestly and fairly by every citizen 
and shove the city ahead with the best 
means in his power. lie woidd not 
speak long for he had already fully 
stated his views, but he would ask the 
ratepayers to cast their ballots for the 
man they considered the best. (Ap- 
j)lanso.) 

Mr. William, Dalby one of the candi- 
dates for Centre ward, did not come be- 
fore them to criticise the past 

council. Ho was not a stranger to 
nuinicii)al work, he might say, 
as he Inul once before been in the coun- 
cil. Touching on finances, he thciig'nt 
there was too much expended for salar- 
ies and too little for streets, though he 
was not prej)ared to say at present a dif- 
ferent state of things was to be curried 
out. He had been one of the first to 
support tho ownership of tho water- 
works by the city, and he looked upon 
the waterworks as a most valuable 
sset. 

Aid. Humphrey, speaking for the 
street committee, thought more had 
been done in street work for the money 
than had ever been done before, and tho 
money had been very fairly divided 
among the three wards. He expected 
quite a lot of work could be done in sow- 
ers during the summer with 
the ^12,000 that had to be 
refundeil tinder tho street connections 
refund by-law. He did not see at iires- 
ent any jn'ospect of having to borrow 
money but if there should it would bo 
for the ratepayers to say >vhether they 
would vote it. 

Aid. Partridge on being called forward 
said that lie had already < 
plained his views at the meoting on 
nomination day. He had done bis best 
for tlie city last year, but if they wore 
dissatisfied with him the electors could 
vote against him to-day. Ho had 
not always been able to get what he 
wanted at the council board, but one thing 
he had succeeded in doing was to protest 
against any raising of the sewer levels 
on Cormorant street, which would have 
interfered with the general ])lan of tho 
sewer.s. He had also endeavored to have 
the sewers put entirely in the hands of 
the engineer, as he believed that was 
tlie best person to attend to them. They 
already knew what had been done in re- 
gard to waterworks and street jiaving. 
He would mention, too, that though he 
voted against the council i)aying the do 
licit for the (Queen's birthday celebration 
he had put his hands in his pocket to 
help make up that deficit. Ho closed 
by saying if the ratepayers thought he 
had done his duty let them elect him 
Aa for borrowing money, he only be 
lieved in that when it would benefit tho 
city and give employment to the work 
ing classes. 

Air. Jos. P2. Phillip.s, another candi- 
date for Centre ward, came before them 
as a new man and, if elected, said he 
would servo them as an alderman should 
serve his constituents. Ho would not 
make promises, but he would do his 
duty. 

Aid. R. T. Williams believed he had 
honestly ilone bis heat to carry out the 
jjronnses he ha<l made the electors last 
year. lie had voted against the 
waterworks contract all along the 
lino and he did so because he 
thought that that $16,000 would have 
been better spent in giving einj)loyment 
to the workingmen. He had opposed 
the contract system because last year 
was a hard year for the working people 
and he wanted to see every dollar pos- 
sible spent in their behalf. The vol 
he had cast in the council wero in the 
direction of the promises he had made 
last year. There was a prospect that 
the question of a transcontinental rail- 
way would very shortly come be 
fore them, and it would be the 
duty of every ratepayer in the 
city to sui)])ort that undertaking. He 
did not favor borrowing money unless 
(or this one purpose, which would bo of 
such eiiormouB benellt to the city. He 
favored street paving, and if he could not 
carry out the undertaking it was not for 
want of trying. He felt convinced that 
the improvement of times in Victoria 
was not far distant, and everything 
to advance the city's prosperity he would 
supjjort. He had served the city faith 
fully in the jiasL, and if he wen; elected 
woidd do tlie same again, tryi;ii; u 
s))"nd t!'e n)ty's m'Ciey in it judicioii 
manner with due care to economy. 

Mr. William Allen, candidate for North 
ward, gave a very few remarks on the 
same lines as at former meetings. 

Aid. Bragg followed, saying ho had 
done all that ho could for the North 
ward last year, and if elected he would 
do bis best as lie had in the past. 

Mr. W. .T. Dwyer brielly expressed his 
views as already stated at the North 
ward nieetiiiL'H. He would promise if 
they sent him to the council board to 
attend to the ratepayers' business as ho 
would liis own. 

Mr. Gerow in a few word^ promised 
he woiild look after the ratepayers' in- 
terests if he was elected. 

j\Ir. George Glover contented himself 
•with Him])ly asking for the votes of the 
eli'(!tors of North ward. 

Mr. iM. Ilumber would do his best for 
all the wards but esjjecially for the 
North ward. (Laughter.) 

Mr. IC. II. Levy followed, and among 
other things advocated thattaxes should 
be accepted from tin; ])oorer classsa in 
instalments. 

Aid. Maciiiillan took up tho first of his 
remarks in referring to the meeting at 
Johns' hall, saying that attemjits were 
being made to diecrcdit him with tlu! 
people. lie attempted to defend tho 
purchase : from Seattle of sewer pipe 
instead; of getting it ifrrjm a local in- 
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dustry, and went on lo state his general 
views as given at former meetings. 

Some amusement was caused by a war 
of words between Aid. Jlacmillan and Mr. 
Eden, the crowd laughing and shouting 
during the encounter. 

When this had subsided and Aid. 
Macmillan was about to leave the plat- 
form, Mr. John Grant mounted a chair 
and asked for a hearing. There were a 
number of other candidates to speak and 
some confusion ensued as part of 
the audience were not inclined 
to let Mr. Grant talk. That 
gentleman stood his ground, however, 
and demanded a right to be heard, as a 
renuirk made by Aid. Macndllan, as re- 
ported in his speech on nomination day, 
reflected on his (Mr. Grant's) ])robity as 
nniyor of the city in 1891. He read from 
the report that Aid. Macmillan had 
stated that the purchase by the city in 
former years of sewer pipe, now in the 
yard, from the pottery company 
was corrupt. Such a statement, 
Mr. Grant said, was a falsehood. 
He delied Aid. Macmillan to be able lo 
show that ho (Mr. Grant) had ever been 
connected witli a crooked job. 

Aid. Macmillan in reply said that he 
considered the purchase of sewer pipe 
alluded to was an improper use of the 
public money and not in the interest of 
the city but of private parties. 

I\Ir. Grant tried lo reply amid a tre- 
mendoiiH uproar. He could only be 
beard to say that, Aid. iMaemillaii to the 
contraiy notwithstanding, the purchase 
of ])ipe could he shown to have been in 
the best interest of the city. 

The iiieeliiig now liegan fast to break 
up and Mr. Marchant, who was the next 
sjieaker, contented himself with a few 
words in support of Ihs candidature. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman was 
carried and the meeting broke up just 
before midnight.
